1 . Claims 21-23, 25-26, 28-31 and 34-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 21, applicants' arguments on pages 7-11 in the 
reply filed on 6/18/2010 are persuasive because the closest prior art of record 
fails to disclose or render obvious a method for anisotropically etching a 
substrate comprises the limitation of: "using the etching gas and the passivation 
gas used alternately during separate etching and passivation steps wherein the 
duration of the passivation step is shorter than the duration of the etching step by 
a factor of 10 to 30" as defined in applicants' independent claim 21 . 

With respect to claim 30, the closest prior art of record fails to disclose 
or render obvious a plasma system comprises the limitations of: "supplying 
intermittently etching gas and passivation gas, a buffer tank located along the 
passivation gas line upstream from the etching chamber, a passivation gas valve 
located downstream from the buffer tank and upstream from the etching 
chamber" as defined in applicants' independent claim 30.
